Abstract 

The invention relates to a coating for expanded polyurethane insulation, which coating 
comprises a metal layer, such as an aluminum layer, and a crystaUized polyamide layer. The 
coating material is preferably laminated to the polyurethane insulation layer as the polyurethane 
insulation is expanded or formed and when the polyamide layer is in a glutinous or not 
substantially crystalline form. The insulation may further comprise extruded adhesive layers 
positioned between the expanded polyurethane layer, the metal layer, and/or the polyamide layer. 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
Baitinger et al (USPN 4,645,710) teaches foam laminate structures comprising a foamed 
polyurethane core with a facer material uniformly adhered thereto with an adhesive material 
wherein the facer material may be aluminum foil and the adhesive material may be various 
materials including polyamides such as nylon which is extrusion coated onto the aluminum foil; 
and wherein the composite may be formed by contacting a formed foam core to the adhesive 
coated- facer material at temperatures in the range of about 100 to 300''C to form the laminate. 
Baitinger et al do not teach or render obvious that facer material is joined to the polyurethane 
foam during expansion of the foam and while the polyamide is glutinous or not substantially 
crystalline, which would provide a different structure at the interface than the invention taught by 
Baitinger et al, and that the adhesive layer is a crystallized polyamide layer.
